How-to for the handy man 


Handle for table radio. It is a simple matter to equip a 
small table radio with a convenient carrying handle. 

Use a plastic drawer pull—you can buy one at the dime 
store. To mount it, drill two small holes in the cabinet top 
to place the handle as close as possible to the center of bal- 
ance. You can drill thru the plastic with a twist drill, the 
type used for drilling metal. 

Get mounting bolts slightly shorter than those usually 
used with a drawer pull, to compensate for the thinner cabi- 
net. If there’s room, it’s a good idea to put washers on bolts 
inside the cabinet, to distribute the strain on the plastic.

Tape protects work gloves. Work gloves with holes in palms 
or fingers aren’t much better than no gloves at all. 

You can protect gloves against wear (as well as against 
grease stains or paint) by covering strategic points with ad- 
hesive tape. Renew the tape from time to time, and it will 
withstand considerable wear and tear. 

This treatment is especially valuable when you handle 
sharp or abrasive materials, such as steel wool or chunks of 
broken concrete, which can slice a pair of gloves to ribbons 
in almost no time at all.

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Veneer or solid? 


The first of three articles to help you 


judge the quality of the furniture you buy 


By Helen W. Aves 


Wren you buy furniture, one of the first questions 


you'll have is whether to buy veneer or solid wood. Is 
one better than the other? Or more durable? Or worth 
more for the money? 

There’s no pat answer to such questions. All that’s 
solid isn’t necessarily fine, any more than all that’s 
veneered is fine. Veneer may look like solid wood—or it 
may look different. You can buy either at a moderate 
price, or pay a fortune for either. But here is an explana- 
tion of which is which and why. 


What is veneer? Veneer is made of plies (sheets of 
wood about 1/28 inch thick) glued to a center core of 
hardwood under extreme pressure and heat. The grain 
of each veneer sheet is placed to run at right angles to the 
grain of the sheet next to it. Crossing the grain adds 
strength and helps prevent warping. 

Less-expensive veneering stops with three plies—the 
core and two veneers. And you'll find three plies used 
in places like a thin, ornamental rail which gets little 
strain. Most quality furniture, tho, is five-ply on most 
surfaces. A surface that’s intricately shaped, like a bow 


front on a drawer, may be seven, [ Turn to page 200

Varnish. Be sure vour design is 
perfectly dry.

You 
can use the piece as it is now, or 
you can glaze and wax it to get a 
richer, mellower finish. If the ar- 
ticle will be used outdoors, use spat 
varnish instead of flat varnish and 
omit the glazing and waxing.

Nearly all peasant designs are com- 
binations or variations of stroke 1. 
Learn to paint it upside down, di- 
agonally (for hearts), and with a tail. 
That border stroke is made by bearing 
down on, then bringing up, your brush 
Keep a rag wet with turpentine handy 
to erase mistakes in your painting 


Homemade toy chest takes on beauty 
when you paint it a bright Swedish 
blue and antique it lightly. Reds, 
blues, greens, yellows make good 
setting for bold peasant painting 


Mix antiquing or glaze. Mix 
your own glazing (or antiquing) 
base with two parts turpentine to 
one part clear varnish. Add one 
tablespoon purified linseed oil to 
each half pint of the turpentine- 
varnish mixture. Then add_ the 
tube oil color you want to tint your 
glaze. Mrs. Stevens uses a dark 
glaze for most articles—nearly 
black in some cases. Raw umber is 
good for many colors. If in doubt, 
experiment on a piece of wood 
painted the color of your back- 
ground. 


Apply the glaze. After your liquid 
is mixed brush it over the surface. 
With a soft rag wipe off the part 
you wish to keep lightest. Work 
the rest of the glaze toward the 
center of the surface with a clean 
2!4-inch enamel brush. Use the 
rag to wipe back excess. If the 
glaze dries too fast add more lin- 
st ed oil. 


Wax the finished piece. After 
vour glaze has dried thoroly, apply 
paste wax over the entire surface 
as a final protection. Polish with a 
soft cloth. Turn to page 152

Where then, wails this frustrated homeowner who has 


no basement himself, are you going to put things? 


His tale is worth your thought 


By Walter R. Whitney 


My HOUSE is 8 vears old. Neighbors have long 


since stopped looking in this direction, but strangers still 
come to wander about and occasionally ask to be shown 
the works. I am only too happy to show. I like to point 
out the laborsaving convenience, the homelike warmth, 
the expanse of sunny windows, the combination of beauty 
and functional design. 

My visitors inevitab!y exclaim, in the course of their in- 
spection, “What! No basement? Don’t you miss a base- 
ment?” 

If I'm in a secretive or defensive mood, I reply calmly, 
“No, of course not. Why should I want a basement?” 
And if I succeed in sounding calm enough, they don’t 
argue the point. But sometimes they do, tho they seldom 
hit on the vulnerable point. 

No, the floors aren’t damp or cold, I assure my visitors. 


How could they be? The concrete foundation rests on 
granite ledge, with a two-foot air space under the living- 
room floor where neither rain nor cold can get in.

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How well your bathroom handles those 
busy hours in the early morning and late 
evening depends on how well you’ve ar- 
ranged it. Five by seven feet is the minimum 
space for a bathroom with toilet, washbasin, 
and five-foot tub—plus storage. Every inch 
more than that five by seven gives you more 
potential space for a shower stall, built-in 
linen cupboards, or extra towel racks. 


Fixtures 


Before you buy or replace any bathroom 
fixture, get expert advice from an architect, 
contractor, or plumber to find out what can 
and can’t be done. Have your bathroom 
walls properly soundproofed. Be sure fixtures 
can be turned off to make repairs without 
disrupting the entire water supply. 

Then take your time shopping around 
thru the plumbing stores. Colored fix- 
tures may appeal to you, but they’re a 
permanent investment; so look before you 
leap. If two washbasins are a possibility,

Set them in a counter top, side by side, with 
work space between and enclosed storage 
below. Or set them 10 inches apart with 
towel bars on each side. A shower beside 
the tub saves scouring. Often a square tub 
will permit better arrangement of other 
fixtures. 


Walls 


Painting the plaster below the splash line 
isn’t enough protection for bathroom walls. 
Water is bound to seep into cracks around 
the tub and washbasin and cause trouble. 
If you have a shower above your tub, you 
must waterproof that area. Here’s a list of 
some of the materials you can use: 

Ceramic tile is the most permanent and 
satisfactory of the lot, but it’s also the most 
expensive. Install ceramic tile when the 
bathroom is built if possible, because you’ll 
have to remove old plaster in a remodeling 
job. Ceramic tiles will last out the lifetime 
of your house; they require no upkeep other 
than an occasional wiping with mild soap 
and water. You have a wide choice of colors 
in both mat (dull) or glazed finishes. 

Aluminum tile is set in resilient mastic 
which can be applied over any wall surface 
with little previous preparation, so_ it’s 
equally good for new or remodeling jobs. 
The cost is about half that of ceramic tile; 
the weight is very small; the upkeep is mild 
soap and water. If a tile is dented, it can 
easily be removed and replaced. Aluminum 
tiles come in a number of colors. 

Carrara glass has about the same advan- 
tages and problems as ceramic tile. The 
heavy glass tiles are marbelized to give a 
beautiful and luxurious effect, but they can 
be cracked or chipped. It’s not recom- 
mended for bathrooms shared with young- 
sters or for small bathrooms.

Cover stems of climbing roses with topsoil 

—not manure—alter pegging and tving 
stems as flat as possible. Pad the sharpest 
bends with rolled sod to prevent breaks 
that ruin stems. If field mice are numerous, 
postpone laying on top cover of weed-free 
marsh hay, straw, or leaves until after soil 
has a frozen crust. 














Cage hybrid tea and floribunda roses 
with wire-mesh cylinders 12 inches across 
and 12 inches high. Hardware cloth can be 
used winter after winter for these cvlinders. 
Lace overlapping ends with straight wire. 
Fill cylinders with sandy loam, allow rose 
tips to protrude. Make sure wire is pushed 
into soil at bottom to outwit field mice. 


Lay a leose, springy mulch over the en- 
tire perennial bed as insulation against too- 
quick warm-ups after soil is frozen and 
hard freezes after plants are thawed. Use 
hay, straw, oak, and hard-maple leaves. 
Peg edges with leafy twigs where perennial 
tops don’t hold the cover. And lay strips of 
chicken wire over all in windy sites.

Sea the soil about the roots of your ever- 
greens before freezing weather. Do this for 
needle-leaved junipers, spruces, and pines, 
and all broad-leaved kinds (rhododen- 
drons, laurel, hollies, mahonia, and ever- 
green azaleas). A hose attachment that 
can be stabbed deep into the soil and carry 


water to the roots is excellent for this. 


Guard trunks of young fruit trees, crab- 
apples, hawthorns, and plums against 
teeth of hungry cottontails when food on 
ground is buried by snow. Push base of 
each guard a full 3 inches into soil to 
thwart meadow and field mice that often 
strip bark from larger roots. Stake guards 
securely at base to stiffen. 
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Clean out bases of older hedges with a nar- 
row spring-toothed rake, or by hand so as 
to avoid injuring bark. Hedges cleaned of 
leaves in early fall are safer from matches 
tossed away still burning. Let your young 
hedges keep wind-blown mulches, because 
they will reduce heaving of soil always 
dangerous to young plants 


Use wraps 0! paper or sacking on 1-, 2-, 
and 3-vear-old trees to save bark from 
winter sunscald and cracking, also as sub- 
stitute for permanent guards of wire mesh. 
Tie paper wraps every 10 inches. Or cut 
cloth into 6-inch strips and wrap spirally. 
Tie securely at top. Use same cloth wraps 
around low limbs of crabapples.

American originals

Bc up your chairs, folks, and pitch right in. 
Just help yourselves. Ask for what you can’t reach. 
Every dish on the menu is something you can pro- 
nounce, no petite marmite, no Homard Parisienne, 
no bombs pistachio. These are all-American dishes 
—American originals. 

Why is it we belittle home fare to favor that from 
abroad? We set a fine table, and American cooks 
have added their share of masterpieces to hall-of- 
fame dishes. What can French onion soup Bretenne 
provide in stomach comfort that can’t be dipped 
from a bowl of New England clam chowder? Can 
any one present name an ooh-la-la creation to com- 
pare with a chiffon pie resting zephyr light in its 
crumb crust? That’s an American food star born on 
the West Coast. 

Bring on the roast turkey, king of the feast, an 
aboriginal American. Don’t forget the cranberry, 
the king’s saucy little consort, as American as Uncle 
Sam. 

Cranberry has been keeping company with King 
Turkey since the first Thanksgiving dinner. This 
New World berry grew wild along the sea marshes, 
and was gathered by the Indians who sweetened 
its tang by stewing it with wild honey or maple sap. 

Today cranberry gets into everything—pies, 
cocktails, meat loaves, stuffings, and muffins. But 
one of the very best ways is in the old-fashioned 
cranberry sauce, recipe below. 


Fresh Cranberry Sauce 

2 cups sugar 2 cups water 4 cups cranberries 

Combine sugar and water. Cook together 5 minutes. 

Add cranberries. Cook without stirring until all the skins 

pop open, about 5 minutes. Remove from heat and allow 

sauce to remain in saucepan until cool. Makes 1 quart.

Leftover turkey? Leftover chicken? Use the meat 
a la king as we show in photograph.

Add onion juice, 
lemon juice, and paprika. Stir this slowly into hot chicken 
mixture, stirring until eggs thicken it. Add a little sherry 
flavoring and pimiento. Serve at once in noodle nests, 
patty cases, or on hot buttered toast. Serves 8. 


The great Oscar created the Waldorf Salad to 
take its social bow at a society supper at the pre- 
view of the original Fifth Avenue Waldorf, March 
1893. George C. Boldt, proprietor of the hotel, 
knew that if guests were to include the ‘‘Four Hun- 
dred”’ he must gather them there for some festive 
first occasion. You see the modern version of Wal- 
dorf Salad in the crystal salad bowl, opposite page.

Boston’s famed Parker House is the home of the 
roll bearing its name. The origin of this folded roll 
concerns a young pastry chef and his sweetheart, a 
chambermaid. In the hotel lived an aristocratic 
dowager who lost an heirloom necklace and ac- 
cused the girl of theft. The chef was making the din- 
ner rolls when he heard the news by grapevine. 
Furious, he picked up the risen rolls and one by one 
aimed them at the open oven. The rolls clenched 
in his hand took the folded shape. He slammed 
the oven door and left for the day. The rolls baked 
crisp outside, soft within, odd looking but the only 
bread in the house, and so they were served. Re- 
quests came for more and still more. 

To deserve the name, the rolls must be shaped 
exactly as those shown in the picture, facing page.

How to buy a chicken, turkey, or duck... 


. dressed (bird is plucked, head and feet are on; bird is 
not drawn.) Ask your meatman to draw the bird, clean 
the giblets, and cut the neck off close to the body (neck 
skin should be slit down center back—see picture, page 
64). And ask him to remove the leg tendons from chicken 
and turkey before he cuts off the legs (ducks don’t have 
these tendons). The tendons become hard and dry during 
roasting; they make the meat less desirable and difficult to 
slice. You will remove any pinfeathers and singe and 
wash the bird, cut out oil sac above tail on back. 

ready to cook (drawn, or inspected—eviscerated). 
“Drawn” means lungs and kidneys are not removed, 
giblets may or may not be cleaned. You remove the 
pinfeathers and singe and wash the bird. ‘‘Inspected 
or eviscerated”* means neck, oil sac, lungs, and kidneys 
are removed. Giblets are cleaned, parchment-wrapped, 
and placed in the cavity of the bird. This type is fresh- 
frozen, individually wrapped, and ready for cooking after 
you defrost it. Since only the choicest birds are selected 
for inspected (eviscerated) style, the brand or distribu- 
tor’s name is his guarantee of quality. 
Choose a young bird. Look for clean, thin, waxy skin with 
few or no pinfeathers; well-fleshed breast and legs; 
streaks of fat underneath the skin; and soft pliable feet, 
in the case of the dressed bird. The windpipe of young 
duck is flexible. ’ 
How to keep bird till roasting time. Keep an unfrozen or 
defrosted, ready-to-cook bird refrigerated unless you are 
going to stuff and roast it right away. A defrosted bird 
may be kept up to two days without loss of flavor, if it’s 
kept well refrigerated 
How to defrost a frozen bird. Set frozen bird on tray in re- 
frigerator 1 to 3 days, depending on size. Or place under 
running cold water 1 to 6 hours. In either case, leave the 
bird in its cellophane wrapping.

= shelves can make housekeeping a lot easier. 
I know. My husband and I put shelves—and more 
shelves—into every closet and cupboard in our house. 

Half shelves or shallow shelves were built between 
shelves that were too widely spaced.

In the broomcloset... 


One shelf was placed high before 
to leave room for hanging brooms 
and mops—and all the space in 
the middle of the broom closet 
was wasted.

Closets and storage 


Do YOU need more closet 
space?

window glass was replaced by 
prismatic glass blocks. The blocks 
direct incoming light up and across 
the ceiling, from which it is re- 
flected evenly all over the room.

tary rows, but in arcs swinging gen- 
erally from the outside rear of the 
room to the inside front. 

Paint comes next. By merely 
converting dull colors to lighter 
colors, using special high light-re- 
flecting paints, any classroom can 
be made an easier place in which 
to see.

Aside from its excellent plan, the house has many other 
interesting virtues. The front wall line of the house is very 
jagged, but a straight eave line overcomes that. This roof 
partially covers a planting box, shelters the entrance, 
covers the carport. 

Exterior walls are ordinary redwood clapboards, but 
laid vertically instead of horizontally. The edge of each 
clapboard casts a shadow on the next clapboard—a shad- 
ow that lengthens as the sun sweeps the sky. Boards were 
shellacked and waxed to hold their warm tones. 

Tho the house is long on storage space, a room 7 by 12 
was built at the end of the carport to hold everything that 
had no other niche in a basement-less, attic-less house. 
There vou'll find garden tools, luggage, stocks of canned 
goods, and just plain stuff. No dozen closets to search in 
this house; everything is in one spot. 


Ti 1E most interesting feature of the house is its heating 
system—a warm-air system that heats thru a combina- 
tion of convection and radiation. Warm air is blown from 
the furnace thru a series of ducts set in the concrete slab 
floor. These ducts are nothing more than ordinary four- 
inch cardboard mailing tubes, coated with paraffin as a 
protection against moisture. Warm air from these tubes 
heats floors and rooms radiantly. Grilles set under win- 
dows just above floor level permit warm air to keep cir- 
culating gently into the room. 


Ceiling in the living room follows the pitch of the roof, leaving room for 
clerestory windows above flat kitchen roof. These windows project in, 
are opened by means of a long rod which operates the latches.

Beat 
vigorously; cover and let rise in 
warm place (82°) till double in 
bulk, about 2 hours. Turn out on 
lightly floured surface. Now roll or 
pat dough till it is 44 to 4 inch 
thick.

Make 
a crease—yjust off center—-with 
back of knife. Fold over so top 
overlaps slightly.

Place close 
together on greased shallow pan or 
cooky sheet. Brush rolls lightly with 
melted fat or salad oil. Let rise till 
double in bulk. Bake in hot oven 
400° to 425°) about 15 minutes. 
Makes about 3 dozen small rolls.

King Pumpkin attended the 
first New England feast dinner 
when the toilworn Pilgrims and 
Chief Massassoit’s braves gave 
thanks together. Then pumpkin 
was a commoner, an everyday food 
as yet uncrowned. 

To vary old pumpkin, the wom- 
en tried it for pie, a mighty queer 
pie. They cut a hole in the side of 
the big squash, removed the seeds 
and fibrous matter, then stuffed 
the cavity with a mixture of apples, 
spices, sugar, and milk. When the 
plug was replaced, the fruit was 
baked whole. Generations of cooks 
kept tinkering to make pumpkin 
pie better. By trial and error wom- 
en got the pumpkin in hand 
Their newest idea is pumpkin chif- 
fon. 

Chiffon pie itself is an American 
invention. It was in 1921 that 
ambitious, redheaded Monroe 
Strause. 16, son of a Los Angeles 
miller, went into business with an 
uncle who fancied himself a pie 
baker. Cream pies were Uncle 
Mike’s specialty, stiff with corn- 
starch. Determined to make his

The culinary coat of old Boston 
arms consists of a bean rampant 
upon a field of brown bread. Beans 
were cultivated on the land of the 
bean and the cod centuries before 
the Pilgrims came. It was the 
Indian who developed the most of 
the present-day kinds from wild 
twining plants, scarlet runners, 
string beans, Lima beans, shell 
beans, black beans, white beans, 
kidney beans—but the list is too 
long. In Europe only the broad 
bean was known; in the Orient 
only the soy. 

Here’s a museum-piece recipe 
a bit of authentic Americana from 
down “Bawston’”’ way. No toma- 
toes, no short cuts. Let the beans 
bake the whole slow-footed day. 


Boston Baked Beans 


1 quart small 1 tablespoon 
pea beans brown sugar 
lg pound fat 4 cup molasses 
salt pork lg teaspoon 
2 teaspoons salt dry mustard 
Boiling water 
Wash and pick over beans. Soak 
overnight in cold water. Come 
morning, drain, cover with fresh 
water and simmer until skins break. 
Turn beans into bean pot. Score 
pork and press into beans. Add 
salt, sugar, molasses, and mustard. 
Add boiling water to cover. Lid on, 
and so to bake ina slow oven (250°) 
from 6 to 8 hours, adding water as 
necessary to keep beans just cov- 
ered. Take lid off during the last 
half hour to let the beans and pork 


brown. Serves 6 to 8 
Ihe first Boston brown breads 
were made with corn, wheat, and 


rye grown on patch-pocket fields 
reclaimed from the carried 
miles to the miller ground 
with his precious imported mill- 
stone by the water 
stream. These first 
were sweetened with maple syrup, 
later by molasses brought in the 
sailing ships from the West Indies. 
Later they were glorified by the 
addition of raisins from Spain. The 
bread was steamed in a kettle 
hung from the crane over the coals.

How good an amateur architect are you?

1. The entrance hall is at least a foot too narrow. Shoving 
the coat closet toward the dining area would avoid tight 
quarters. 

2. Kitchen has no service door. You can get outdoors thru 
the door in the dining room, but when you carry out a bag 
of dripping garbage, you don’t want to cross a good rug. 

3. Door from kitchen into dining room is badly placed, 
for it leaves you no place for a dining table. Move the door 
closer to the coat closet, put the rear door in the kitchen, 
and vou have a more satisfactory dining area. 

4. Door from kitchen into hall is also badly placed. It 
wastes a corner that could give vou six more feet of counter 
and storage space. 

5. Refrigerator and range are side by side, leaving you no 
work space next to your refrigerator. Also, heat from the 
range makes the refrigerator work harder to stav cold. 

6. Linen closet is entirely inadequate in size for a three- 
bedroom house. 

7. Bathroom door is in a poor location. It would be better 
to move toilet and lavatory onto the other wall, and put the 
door near bedroom No. 3. 

8. A still better solution is to switch bedroom No. 3 and 
the bathroom. This change would mean minor adjustments 
in adjacent rooms, but it would put kitchen and bathroom 
plumbing back to back, give cross ventilation and better 


closet space (see plan below).

9. Window sizes aren't consistent, and the result will be 
unattractive. You'd have trouble furnishing the living room 
with its ‘store’? window on the front and cut-up rear wall. 

10. Corner windows in bedroom No. 1 are bad; anyone 
coming up the front walk can survey the whole room. Corner 
windows were designed to give privacy, but they won't here. 

11. Roof overhang is too skimpy. Another foot would rid 
house of that bald look, but 18 inches would be better. 

12. Eave line is too high. The house has been kept low to 
the ground, but high eaves spoil the effect. A broader over- 
hang will counteract some of the “‘raised eyebrow” appear- 
ance, but not all of it. 

13. Garage has no back door, and is therefore as dark as a 
pocket. A window in the side wall at the back, plus the door, 
would solve access and light problems. 

14. There should be no gable over the garage. Ends of the 
bedroom and garage wings should match in roof style. 

15. Garage door is unnecessarily off center. Fix by moving 
right hand wall until it’s on same line as back of fireplace. 

16. There’s no space for laundry equipment. If you put it 
in the kitchen, you'll be cooking in very tight quarters. 

17. There’s no space for a furnace or boiler. You'll spend 
a cold winter if you make this error in your own plans.

strips. For 1,000 square feet of paneling, you’ll need 
34 pound of brads (or 4 pounds of finishing nails if you 
don’t use glue). 

Panels should clear the finished floor by 14 inch. 
When it is necessary to cut a panel, you can do the job by 
hand with a sharp, fine-toothed crosscut saw. 

Ceilings are paneled the same way, with furring strips 
nailed to joists. The only special difficulty in paneling a 
ceiling is holding the plywood in place while you nail 
it. To reduce the difficulty, use the smaller 4x4 panels. 

Another trick calls for a T-shaped prop of 1-inch lum- 
ber (sketch at left, page 186). The stem of the T should 
be about one inch longer than the distance from vour 
scaffolding (planks on a pair of sawhorses) to the ceiling. 

Now nail a cleat—a piece of lumber about 3 feet long 
—temporarily to the wall about 3¢ inch from the ceiling 
in the corner where you are beginning. This cleat will 
hold one end of the panel. Use the T to support the other 
end while you drive nails. Then take down the T and the 
cleat, and use them on the next panel. 





How to make joints 


With joints between panels, it’s simplest to butt the 
panels together. But any shifting of your house may sep- 
arate panels, leaving conspicuous gaps. 

One solution is to cover joints with a molding strip, 
leaving a gap between panels for expansion (sketch 7).

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More popular today, however, is the V-joint (sketch 2). 
You simply wrap a piece of sandpaper around a small 
wooden block and rub off the exterior corner of the panel. 
Don’t cut past the face veneer. 


Finishing corners 


There are several good, simple ways to handle corners. 

Inside corners can be rounded by using veneer corner 
strips made for the purpose (sketch 3), or ordinary cove 
molding can be set between the panel edges at the cor- 
ners (sketch 4). Panels can be butted at inside corners and 
covered with a stock molding (sketch 5). Simplest of all is 
to butt the panels (sketch 6). 

On outside corners you have a similar set of choices. 
Stock quarter rounds will do the job (sketch 7), or you can 
use veneer corner strips (sketch 8). You can miter the 
edges of the panels; this treatment goes well with butted 
inside corners (sketch 9). Or you can treat outside corners 
much the same as V-joints, sanding the corner a little to 
prevent much edge from showing and to give a slightly 
rounded effect (sketch 10). 


Finishing ceiling lines and bases 


The designs you use for ceiling lines and bases should 
be chosen together for harmonious appearance. 
Easiest is to trim both with quarter-round molding,

shrinkage that may occur in fram- 
ing. The paneling is nailed onto 
them. 

When you panel the ceiling, 
joints may occur where there are 
no joists to nail to. In that case, 
nail pieces of 2x4 lumber between 
the joists as a backing. 


Paneling masonry walls 


Masonry walls call for furring 
strips of 1x2 or 2x2 lumber. These 
are placed on 16-inch centers, and 
the paneling attached to them just 
as it would be to studding of a 
frame wall. 

The furring is nailed to the ma- 
sonry with 6-penny nails (for inch 
furring) or 8-penny (for 2-inch fur- 
ing). Use steel-cut nails, placed 
about 16 inches apart. If nails 
won’t go into the masonry proper- 
ly, you can make holes for them 
with a small star drill, inserting 
wood plugs to nail to. If the mason- 
ry is uneven, you may have to shim 
out furring here and there so it will 
present a flat surface. 

To keep moisture from reaching 
the plywood, tack asphalt-satu- 
rated building paper over furring 
strips. Use just enough tacks to 
hold the paper until the panels are 
up. The strips of paper should lap 
2 inches. 

If masonry walls are damp or 
sweating, give them a coat of wa- 
terproof cement paint before the 
furring strips are put up. If that 
doesn’t stop the sweating, use 
waterproof plywood tor the panel- 
ing. 


Finishing around doors and 
windows 


What vou do around doors and 
windows depends mostly on the 
conditions you meet. Often it is 
possible to fit the plywood right up 
to the openings and get along with- 
out casings. Or you can put the 
casings on top of the plywood. Or, 
in a finished room, tit the plywood 
up to the casings, leaving them in 
place. 

Unless the casing is of quite sim- 
ple design, it looks better if you can 
get along without it. 


Preparation for finishing 

When the paneling is all in place, 
punch the nails below the surface 
of the plywood, using a nail set. 
Then fill the holes and any imper- 
fections with joint filler or putty. 
(If you use striated plywood, you'll 
probably not consider this step 
necessary.) Give the plywood a 
quick sanding with fine sandpaper; 
since it is factorv sanded, it doesn’t 
require much of this. 

Before you start to apply the 
finish, it is a good idea to experi- 
ment on a scrap of plywood until 
you find a finish you really like 
Phis is especially necessary with 
fir paneling, where you want to 


subdue the grain without masking 


the natural good looks of wood. 

Your lumber dealer may 
copies of a manutfacturer’s booklet 
describing in detail various ways 
to finish plywood.

Finishing fir plywood 

Fir plywood usually calls for a 
first coat of resin sealer. Fir that 
has been sealed in this way takes 
stain much as the hardwoods, and 
the grain is less conspicuous. The 
sealer is a good thing to use before 
painting, too. 

If you want a soft, neutral-gray 
effect with a single coat that is easy 
to apply, try finishing fir plywood 
with a pigmented resin sealer made 
a sort of dove gray by the addition 
or raw umber. You can lighten or 
darken the effect, according to 
how much umber you use. 

Simply smear this mixture on the 
panels with a rag or brush, wait a 
few minutes, then using a clean, 
dry rag, rub it off. To protect the 
surface from stains and finger 
marks, wax it after it is thoroly dry. 

You can work out variations. If 
the mixture is too thick to handle 
easily, add some turpentine. In- 
stead of the pigmented resin sealer, 
you could use flat white paint or 
enamel undercoating, perhaps 
adding some linseed oil. 

For different color effects, you 
can use other pigments than raw 
umber, such as burnt umber or the 
siennas or ochres. Just experiment 
until you get a tone you like, test it 
on a large surface (small tests are 
deceiving), let the test panel dry to 
be sure you like it—then mix up 
a big enough batch to do the room, 
so you won’t have the problem of 
matching later. (If you do run out 
in the middle of a job, matching 
can be done pretty well by guess; 
it isn’t as touchy as paint.) 


Finishing hardwood plywood 


Finishing one of the hardwood 
plywoods again is a matter of taste. 
You can use stain if you like, but 
most people now prefer the lighter 
tones of natural wood with just 
enough finish for protection. 

For most hardwoods, the hand- 
somest finish is the simplest. Just 
sandpaper lightly (with No. 00 
paper), and apply two coats of 
clear, satin-finish lacquer, rubbing 
lightly with fine steel wool after 
each coat. Then give protection 
and luster with wax. 

With oak plywood, it is well to 
fill the pores with white wood filler. 
You do this before the first lacquer 
coat. It may also be done with such 
open-pore woods as mahogany and 
walnut. 


ishing striated plywood 

Striated plywood, which has a 
surface texture (see ““How to Buy 
Plywood,” page 193) may be fin- 
ished in the same way as the hard- 
woods—just two coats of satin- 
finish lacquer. 

You can work out other effects. 
Here are three possible sequences, 
any one of which may be most 
pleasing to you: 

1. Clear resin sealer; white sealer 
or glazing filler, lightly wiped off to 
leave some in the grooves; dull var- 
nish. 

2. Stain; satin-finish lacquer; 
white resin sealer or glazing filler; 
dull varnish. 

3. White resin sealer, not wiped; 
one or two coats of flat eggshell 
wall paint in whatever color you 
like.

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Special effects 

You may decide on something 
special in the way of paneling 

Sometimes, for reasons of taste 
or economy, it is desirable to panel 
only one or two or three walls of a

Combinations of different woods 
can sometimes be used effectively, 
especially in a large room 
handle this idea with caution. One 
combination that works well is to 
do part of a room in hardwood

Plywood can be cut into small 
squares, a foot or so each way, and 
applied over strips, using a recess 
joint. Sometimes alternate squares 
are placed with the grain running 
different ways. 


THERE are hundreds of varie- 
ties of plywood—different thick- 
nesses, different glues, different 
woods. But basically they are the 
same thing. Each consists of an odd 
number of thin sheets of wood, 
permanently glued together, each 
alternate layer having the grain 
running at right angles to the next 

This enormously increases the 
strength of the wood. It permits

For home use, there are three 
principal kinds of plywood. Fir is 
used for most structural jobs and

A_ third 
variety is a new specialty—striated 
or combed plywood with a tex- 
tured surface.

Fir plywood

In the exterior type, sheets of fir

are bonded with waterproof glue 
This is the kind to use for outside 
walls, signs, lawn furniture, boats,

Glue used on interior plywood 
Is now moisture-resistant, a great 
improvement over the old kind. It 
will stand occasional wetting but 
should not be regularly exposed to 
the weather 

Plywood thicknesses vary with 
the variety. The exterior grade 
comes in sheets as thin as 
inch and as thick as 1 3/16 
which contains seven plies. The

Interior-type fir plywood, used 
for paneling walls and_ building 
furniture, may be ‘“‘sound-one- 
side” or ‘“‘sound-two-sides.””

The sound-two-sides variety 
has both faces of carefully matched, 
well-joined veneer. It costs more, 
of course, but it is desirable where

Stuffing—the core of

To make sure your round bolster 
will hold its own against middle- 
age sag, roll a core of upholsterer’s 
hair or stuffing moss for it. This core 
should be a long, ughtly packed 
sausage about 2 inches in diameter 
and nearly as long as your bolster. 
Roll cotton wadding or 
around the core until you have a

stuffing roll about 14 inches in 
diameter. 

If you're making a square bol- 
ster, start your core with a layer of 
upholsterer’s hair or stuffing moss 
about 2 inches thick, 12 inches 
wide, and almost as long as your 
bolster.

Place the stuffing in the muslin 
cover—being careful not to mat or 
misshape it. Turn the raw ends of 
the vent inside, and overcast it 
closed. (A curved upholstery needle 
and heavy-duty thread will make 
this job easier.) 

Then put the muslin-covered 
stuffing into the bolster cover. 
Hand-stitch the remaining open 
end of the bolster cover closed.

loors of concrete 


Here’s the A-B-C of the slab floor—ways to 


make it warm, strong, dry, soft, and colorful 


Concre TE-SLAB floors have 
come into the housing picture 
rather suddenly. Part of the cause 
was a shortage of hardwood floor- 
ing. But there are four other good 
reasons, and every one of them is 
important if you are planning a 
new home or a ground-floor ad- 
dition to your present home: 

> The contemporary trend in de- 
sign of homes. New homes are be- 
ing built with floor, terrace, and 
garage on the same low-to-the- 
ground level. A house opens more 
graciously into the outdoors when 
the terrace is a continuation of the 
floor of the house. 

>» New designs of heating and 
laundry equipment. Compact heat- 
ing plants and automatic washers 
and dryers have made basements 
unnecessary for many families. 
Without a basement, you can 
build your house right on the 
ground. 

p> Radiant heating. Radiant heat- 
ing has worked two ways to in- 
crease use of concrete floors: by 
using concrete floors as a location 
for hot-water pipes, air ducts, or 
electrical-resistance cables, and by 
eliminating a major objection to 
slab floors—coldness. 

> Improvement in slab _ floors 
themselves. Slab floors are much 
better than concrete floors of the 
past. There are new mixes and 
toppings and coverings that make 
slabs warmer, drier, more resilient, 
easier to clean, and better to look 
at. Yet all the old advantages of 
concrete still hold: strength, per- 
manence, low cost, and proof 
against fire, termites, other insects, 
animals, and decay. 


The basic slab—and all new ideas 
are merely modifications—is the 
kind you are used to seeing in base- 
ments and garages. It consists of a 
fill of coarse gravel which has been 
well compacted, and a topping of 
about four inches of concrete. 


It’s risky to omit the fill, be- 
cause the fill keeps water in the 
soil from rising to the slab. It also 
helps to insulate against heat loss 
into the ground. Fill should be of 
uniform size so air spaces can pre- 
vent moisture from coming up and 
heat from escaping down. If there 
is any chance of water getting in 
the fill, have draintiles installed 
next to footings. 

Even a simple slab ordinarily 
contains steel reinforcing. The 
reinforcing is in the form of steel 
bars, or welded steel mesh that 
looks something like fence wire. 

Essential to the well-poured slab 
are a correct mix, and proper 
pouring and finishing. The mix 
usually recommended is 1:214:3. 
This means that the mix consists of 
1 part Portland cement, 244 parts 
of sand, to 3 parts of gravel. To 
this is added enough water (clean 
and fit to drink, the specifications 
often put it) to mix the ingre- 
dients. The aggregate—the sand 
and gravel—should be well washed, 
because any dirt in it will seriously 
weaken the slab. A watery mix 
will also result in weak concrete, 
and will be difficult to trowel to a 
hard surface. 

Concrete is dumped into place 
inside wood forms, and compacted 
with a vibrator or spade to remove 
any trapped air. The slab is leveled 
by “‘screeding,” which is running a 
straight-edged board across it. 
Then the surface is smoothed with 
a float to remove excess water. 
“Floating” produces a water sheen; 
when the sheen begins to disap- 
pear, the slab is troweled to a 
smooth, dense surface. (For de- 
tailed how-to procedure, see Better 
Homes & Gardens August, page 
158.) 

All concrete floors are similar to 
this simple slab, but a number of 
things can make it better. They 
add a little to the cost, but they are 
well worth it.

Waterproofing is usually accom- 
plished by adding an asphaltic 
membrane. This is the only kind of 
waterproofing that manufacturers 
of linoleum and similar products 
recommend. Before the slab is 
poured, a base for the membrane is 
created by coating the surface of 
the gravel fill with a mixture of 
sand, cement, and water. This is 
just thick enough—about an inch 
—to hold up during work. The 
membrane consists of two or three 
layers of roofing felt, each mopped 
in hot asphalt. The top layer is 
flooded with asphalt. 

Reinforcing steel rests on the 
membrane, and the slab is poured 
in the usual manner. A layer of 
felt in asphalt may be needed on 
the outside of the foundation wall 
to keep moisture from seeping 
thru. Draintiles at footings are al- 
ways advisable. 


Insulation in a slab is as im- 
portant for comfort and economy 
as it is in a wall. It’s especially im- 
portant if you’re having radiant 
floor heating. You have to insulate 
not only under the slab, but also 
around its edges where most heat 
escapes. 

One way is to place 1-inch 
rigid insulating board around the 
edge of the floor the full depth of 
the slab. Also put it under the 
floor for a distance of two or three 
feet from the edges. 

Another way, particularly suit- 
able when you’re having a concrete 
topping layer, is to use insulating 
concrete. Insulating concrete con- 
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sists of cement, water, and vermi- 
culite. The usual proportions 
are 1 part cement to 4 parts 
of vermiculite. Vermiculite ag- 
gregate is a chemically treated 
form of the materia] often used as 
loose-fill insulation in walls and 
ceilings. An inch of insulating con- 
crete stops heat or cold as effective- 
ly as 20 inches of ordinary con- 
crete. 

An insulating concrete slab is 
poured in the usual way, preferably 
with a membrane under it. It 
isn’t hard enough for a finished 
floor; but can be topped with a 
thin layer of concrete or a wood 
floor. 


Comfort concrete is the name 
given to a new kind of concrete 
developed especially for small 
homes. It is easier underfoot be- 
cause it’s softer; it has some in- 
sulating value, so it’s warmer. 

Comfort concrete is ordinary 
concrete with a little less cement 
than usual, and with an asphaltic 
emulsion added. Its cost is little 
more than ordinary concrete, but 
it’s strong and firm, and wears 
about as well as hard-maple floor- 
ing. 


Finishing is a vital operation in 
producing a desirable floor. If your 
finished floor is to be concrete, 
linoleum, asphalt, or rubber tile, 
the slab should be troweled to a 

smooth, hard surface. 
In a garage, a troweled floor is 
easiest to sweep, but it’s likely to be

nine, or more plies to make up for the extra strain. Grand 
pianos, for instance, have as many as 17 plies in the big 
curve. And all of these veneer sheets are mahogany, 
walnut, or whatever wood is featured. 

In some cases a layer of veneer is glued only to the top 
or front of the core wood. This is called two-ply. The 
veneer may add to the appearance, but it is worthless 
from the standpoint of strength. In good veneered stock 
the number and thicknesses of plies is the same on both 
sides of the core. Be sure your veneer has an uneven 
number—three, five, seven, and so forth. 


How can you tell the number of plies? [yn most cases 
you'll have to ask the person selling the furniture. You 
may see the plies on an edge, but most furniture has a 
thin strip of wood (called a crossband) applied on edges. 


Why is reneering used? For beauty, the swirls, crotch 
figures, and stripes may be placed in the most important 
parts of furniture with veener. You can get a more 
artistic effect by matching figures and inlaying on a 
veneer piece. In a solid piece, it is hard to place the 
figuring where it will show off to best advantage. 

Large surfaces of veneer are less likely than solid wood 
to split and check, warp and swell. Highly figured wood, 
if it is used in a solid piece, may split along the line of the 
graining. Some woods, like satinwood and zebrawood, 
are never made solid because they don’t hold up. 

Economy is another advantage. Highly figured wood is 
as expensive as it is rare. One log of beautifully grained

How can we cure our Cocker Span- 
iel of barking at callers. snapping 
at children, and generally misbe- 
having? Because we don’t have 
other pets or children, our dog has 
become king of the household. What 
shall we do?—Mrs. C. H. A., New 
York. 

You’re off on the wrong foot with 
the king stuff. If you must have 
royalty around, the master should 
be the monarch—and your dog 
should know it. Your pet needs 
training to obey a few simple 
obedience commands, mostly to 
convey the general! idea of control, 
discipline, and the meaning of dog- 
gentleman behavior. Untrained, 
untutored dogs usually become 
bullies, run wild, do all things 
wrong. 


Which kind of straw makes the best 
winter doghouse bed? I know hay is 
no good.—W.W.J., Pennsylvania. 

You’re right. Hay is too dusty. 
Buy wheat straw, as fresh as you 
can get it. 


I have a year-old Cocker. I've been 
feeding him table leftovers. Does he 
need any special diet?—H.B.F., 
New Jersey. 

Well, here we go again. Lizards, 
elephants, gorillas, canaries, cows 
—even pigs—receive carefully bal- 
anced foods containing vitamins 
and minerals. But the family dog— 
he’s just the garbage man. Your 
dog will do a lot better if you give 
him 50 percent beef, horse meat, 
or canned dog food, 50 percent dog 
meal or dog biscuits. Mix and 
moisten with warm water or meat 
broth, adding one-half teaspoon of 
Vionate and a like amount of cod- 
liver oil. 


We have just bought a fine Collie 
female. However, we don’t care to 
raise pups. When is the best time to 
have her desexed?—C.C.O., Dela- 
ware. 

Proper time to spay a female is 
any time prior to her first season. 
The ideal time is at 5 months. At 
this age, wound will clear up 
quickly and eventually almost dis- 
appear. 


You recommend pyrethrum powder 
to rid a dog of fleas and lice. I've 
heard that it’s dangerous stuff to 
use on a dog.—R.C.Q., Virginia. 

Nonsense. Pyrethrum powder is 
harmless to a dog. Dust it on gen- 
erously, but try to keep it out of his 


eyes. Leave it on. It will disappear 
in a few days. 


We have a state law calling for 
compulsory rabies vaccination of 
all 5 but local kennel people and 
dog fanciers seem to be against it. 
They say rabies vaccination is fu- 
tile. Does my pup need it?—Mrs. 
F.C.P., Alabama. 

Obey the law and have your dog 
vaccinated. Pro and con views on 
the value of rabies vaccination are 
fairly well divided. Professional 
dog breeders and fanciers are 
against it simply because their 
animals are always confined and 
are thus safe from infection. Rabies 
can only be transmitted by the 
direct bite of an infected animal. 
The germs aren’t in the air. 


My dog practices the very obnoxious 
habit of eating his own stool. What 
is the cause of this, and how can I 
stop it?—Mrs, R.J.A., Ohio. 

This habit you describe is rather 
common in dogs who do not get 
essential minerals in their diets. 
Underfeed your pet by a good 25 
percent—add a pinch of iodized 
salt, a little tomato juice, and one- 
half teaspoon of powdered calcium 
gluconate to the daily food dish. 
Twice a week, substitute cubed 
raw beef or pork liver for the 
regular meat. 


Our dog has just recovered from dis- 
temper, is very weak and dispirited, 
an will hardly touch food. How 
can I tempt his appetite7-—A.B.W., 
Nebraska. 

Offer him meat—slightly cooked 
beef, horse meat, kidney, liver, 
heart, or high-quality canned dog 
food—with warm broth added. 
Add 6 drops of viosterol to the 
main daily meal. At 8 a.m., warm 
milk with broken-up whole-wheat 
toast, or warm milk and egg yolk. 
At 1 p.m., the meat as above, but 
vary it day by day, to make life in- 
teresting. At 6 p.m., same as morn- 
ing meal. This is a build-up diet. 
After a while, add dog meal or dog 
biscuits, moistened in meat broth, 
to the meat.

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How can I rid my dog of tapeworm? 
She is 10 years old.—L.B., Wiscon- 
sin, 

The medicine is arecoline hy- 
drobromide—but let a qualified 
veterinarian diagnose and do the 
worming. Don’t attempt it your- 
self. The drug is potent stuff, must 
be administered in the correct dos- 
age, according to size, age, and 
general physical condition. 


Our dog barks incessantly at the 
slightest sounds and no amount of 
correcting does any good. The 
neighbors are complaining so much 
we are thinking of having our pet 
de-barked. Is this a cruel or danger- 
ous operation, and do you advise 
it? With living quarters so hard to 
get, we can’t think of giving up our 
apartment. Yet, my husband refuses 
to give up the dog.—Mrs. L. W. P., 
New York. 

The operation, much like the 
removal of tonsils in a human, in- 
volves clipping out a section of the 
vocal cords. This renders the dog 
mute. But humane societies every- 
where are up in arms against the 
practice, call it inhumane, and 
many law courts will uphold their 
prosecution of those who “de- 
bark”’ dogs or have it done. Result 
is that most veterinarians try to 
steer clear of the assignment. Why 
not renew the training struggle? 
Try scolding and spanking, right 
in the midst of the act. Trick is to 
associate the punishment with the 
crime. Stick to it. Your dog will 
finally discover barking is un- 
profitable. 


I live in the city and would like a 
dog, but my wife says it’s criminal 
to keep a dog in town—that he de- 
serves the freedom of the country, 
instead of being cooped up in a city 
apartment. This may sound like a 
foolish problem, but we'd like your 
opinion.—E. J. T., Illinois. 

The contention that a dog 
thrives only in the country is far 
from true. A committee of the 
American Veterinary Medical 
Association investigated the sub- 
ject, and found that city dogs are 
not only healthier and seemingly 
happier, but that they also outlive 
country dogs by an average of 2 to 
3 years (20 to 25 percent!). 
Reasons given were superior care 
and feeding. Besides, the dog loves 
to be with people. Millions of dogs 
live in cities, do better than their 
country cousins. Get that dog! 


Please give me a formula for dis- 
pa ant gar oapeome We have a new 
5-month collie pup, and having lost 
two other dogs with this disease, we 
are anxious to avoid a repetition.— 
C. L. A., New Jersey. 

A prevention formula for dis- 
temper is a big order, but we’ll 
have a go at it. First, have the pup 
inoculated against the disease (not 
a 100-percent preventive, but it 
yields a high rate of immunity). 
Feed nutritious food—fresh or 
canned meat and dog meal or dog 
biscuits. Add small amount of 
cooked carrots and spinach, one 
teaspoon of cod-liver oil. Mix to- 
gether, moistening with broth of 
vegetables or meat. See that he 
sleeps in dry, draft-free quarters, 
gets ample exercise. Do not bathe 
your dog until he’s a year old.

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How to make 


Scalloped dressing-table skirt 


. . and sash curtains to match 


By Kay Hardy 


Here's a smooth-looking dress- 
ing-table skirt with two big ideas 
you'll want to copy: a spill-resist- 
ant plastic film top and ready- 
made pleats around a scalloped 
hem. It’s an easy skirt to make. 
Just follow these directions step by 
step. 


Measuring the material. Plan to 
make your skirt as long as the table 
is high and wide enough to go 
twice around the front and sides— 
to allow for full flounces. For a 
nice turn-in at the back add 12 
inches to the width for a curved 
table (6 inches on each side) or 6 
inches for an oblong table (3 inches 
on each side). 


Cutting the skirt. If your ma- 
terial is as wide as the table is high 
—and if it is plain or has a pattern 
that can run any direction, cut it 
in a piece long enough to fit the 
width measurement. Then use 
it lengthwise around the table. 

If your material has a definite 
pattern, cut it in sections the exact 
height of the table. Stitch these 
pieces together to make the skirt 
wide enough. Whichever way you 
use the material, be sure to make 
your skirt in two sections if your 
table has a center opening. 


Hemming the ends. Make 1-inch 
hems along the ends which will be 
tacked to the back. If your table 
skirt is made in two sections, make 
2-inch hems at the middle. 


Making the scallops. Fold a long 
strip of brown paper into sections 
the width of the scallops you plan 
to make. Use a plate edge as a 
guide for drawing scallops. Trim

the pattern. Then lay it along the 
bottom of the skirt and cut out the 
scallops. 


Sewing pleating to the scallops. 
If the ready-made pleating has a 
neat top edge, stitch it right on top 
of the skirt one-half inch from the 
edge. Turn the skirt over and over- 
cast the raw edges of the scallops. 

If your pleating doesn’t have a 
neatly finished edge, baste a nar- 
row half-inch hem in the scallops. 
Stitch pleating to the wrong side of 
the scallops along this basting line. 


Gathering the top. Check the 
length of the skirt by holding it up 
to the table. It should be 1 inch 
longer than the height of the table. 
Trim off extra material. Gather the 
top of the skirt 1 inch from the 


Anp here are sash curtains that 
match your dressing-table skirt— 
even to the scalloped and pleated 
edge. They’re easily hung from 
rings on a curtain rod. To make 
them, follow these directions. 


Measuring and cutting the ma- 
terial. Cut your curtains 3 inches 
shorter than the space you want 
them to fill. And make them wide 
enough to flounce deeply. 


edge with a double row of stitch- 
ing. Then sew welting trim along 
this line. 


Fastening the skirt. Sew a strip 
of cotton tape on the back of the 
skirt to support tacks. Or stitch the 
skirt to a ready-made snapper tape 
with snaps riveted in at even inter- 
vals. Tack the matching strip of 
snapper tape to the table. Over- 
cast the ends of either tape to the 
skirt at the middle and back. 


Covering the table top. Before you 
tack or snap the finished skirt in 
place, stretch one yard of plastic film 
tightly across the top. Turn the film 
under the table edge. Start tacking 
at the center front edge and work 
toward both sides—smoothing the 
cover toward the back as you tack. 


Hemming the curtains. Trim off 
selvage edge at the sides and turn a 
half-inch hem. Make a one-fourth- 
inch hem along the top of the 
curtains. 


Scalloping the bottom. Cut the 
smaller scallops like those you cut 
for dressing-table skirt. Stitch the 
pleating along the edge, following 
the instructions above.

How to make a 


Perlect plaster patch 


By Robert M. Jones 


7 
kK )R all its neat, hard smoothness, a plaster 
wall has one big drawback. Sooner or later, holes 
nd cracks will appear in the wall. When they do, 
the neatness is gone. 
No amateur should undertake to plaster an en- 
ire wall or ceiling. But there is no reason why 
yu shouldn’t handle small plaster-repair jobs on 


Plus patching plaster, of course; it is inexpensive. 

Tiny surface cracks are easily filled; just wet 
them down and thumb them full of patching 
plaster, spackle, or plaster of paris. Larger cracks 
and holes call for more careful work. The exact 
technique that will give you the best results is 
shown in pictures below.

1. Undercut the edges. After scraping out all 
loose material, use an old chisel to undercut 
edges so the patch will be slightly larger at 
the back than at the front. This permits the 
hardened patch to lock itself in. Light, care- 
ful tapping with the hammer will do the job; be 
careful not to chip out more than is necessary 


4. Mix patching plaster. Following directions 

n the box, put the proper amount of clean water 
in a bowl. Then sift in the dry patching plaster 
called for. Stir until thoroly mixed. Don't mix 
more plaster than you can use in 30 minutes. 
Prepared patching plaster is easier to use than 
plaster of paris because it hardens more slowly

2. Insert screen wire. Your next step is to give 
the patch a firm anchor. For a hole the size 
pictured or larger, this can be done with wire 
screening. Cut a piece of screen to fit and 
tack it to exposed lath with a few brads. Don't 
pound too hard. For patching a crack, it is not 
practical nor necessary to use the screening 


5. Moisten the edges. Before you apply the 
patch, thoroly wet down the edges of the old 
plaster and the exposed lath. An old paintbrush 
is handy for this job. If you neglect this step, 
the old plaster will draw water out of the patch 
like a blotter, causing the patch to shrink and 
crack. Do this job just before you put in patch

3. Make a smoothing block. At this point, 
make a smoothing block for finishing the patch. 
(You won't have time later.) The smoothing tool 
above consists of a wood block and an old dish- 
cloth folded several times, both covered with a 
piece of tacked-on chamois skin.

6. Apply the scratch coat. To do a satisfactory 
job of patching a deep hole, you should apply 
patching material in two coats. The first, called 
the scratch coat, can be worked into place with 
a wide-bladed putty knife. Push the wet plaster

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Want to refinish your floors at 


New floors for old 


low cost? Rent three power 


tools and do the job yourself 


By James A. Ebert 


Do YOU have worn, discolored wood 
floors in your home? You can make them look 
like new. And by doing the work yourself, 
you can save $20 to $30 per room. 

The secret of a professional-looking job 
lies in the use of power machinery, for rent 
at most paint or hardware stores. 

First, you'll need a floor-sanding machine. 
Choose a small one that you can work without 
too much effort. It will rent for about $3.50 
per day. The large, professional floor-sanding 
machine is not a good tool for the amateur. 
If you move the wrong control, you might 
gouge deep marks in your floor. 

You’ll also need an edging machine, which 
sands areas next to the walls where the large 
sander cannot reach. It rents for about $1 
per day. A polishing machine, with about the 
same rental fee, is also a good thing to get. 

With these tools, sandpaper, and the right 
finishing materials lined up, follow these 
pictures to get new floors for old. 


Before you turn on the sanding machine, sink all nails in sight with a 
nail set. This will keep you from tearing the sandpaper—it costs about 
50 cents a sheet. Sweep the floor, and turn on the sander. Varnished 
or painted floors should first be sanded with the grain, using No. 16 
or No. 20 sandpaper. To start a cut, let the sanding drum down slowly 
with the machine moving. This reduces the danger of gouging the floor

To prevent gouging at the end of a run, press 
down on the machine's handle when you ap- 
proach the wall, thus raising the sanding drum 
slowly off the floor. The first time over the floor, 
operate the machine at a fairly fast pace over 
thick paint or varnish. If you use a slow cut, it 
will melt the finish and gum up the sandpaper 
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When you have removed most of the old finish, 
put finer sandpaper in the machine. Use No. 30 
for the second of three cuts. Sand diagonally, 
at a 45-degree angle with the grain, until new 
wood is reached. All remaining finish should 
disappear. Make the last cut slowly and lightly 
with the grain, using a fine No. 60 sandpaper 


The edging operation is an on-the-knee job. The 
quarter-round molding can stay in place, as the 
edging machine will sand to the edges of the 
exposed floor. Use the same succession of sand- 
papers as on the big machine, No. 16 or No. 20 
to start, followed by No. 30 and 60. Keep the 
machine moving, and sand thick finish rapidly

Corners are not sanded by the edging machine. They must be cleaned 
by hand. Coat the spot with paint and varnish remover (left). Then 
scrape it clean with a chisel or steel wool (right). If the baseboards ar- 
to be refinished with the floor, they too must be coated with remover 
scraped, and sanded by hand. The edger is too heavy for this use 


If your floor is pine, the close grain won't require a wood filler. But 
the soft wood needs the protection of varnish. With the varnish at room 
temperature (around 70 degrees) thin the first coat, one part turpentine 
to six parts varnish. Make sure the room is dust-tree. With a soft, clean 
brush, flow the varnish on. Steel-wooling after the first coat is dry 
leaves a smooth surface. Use No. 2 steel wool under the polisher 


The first coat of varnish should dry at least 24 hours. Then give it a 
scratch test with a knife blade. When the varnish is completely dry, 
scratching will produce a white, flaky powder. After steel-wooling, dust 
the floor and apply a second coat of varnish (full strength this time). 
Let it dry and steel-wool again. Sweep up the steel-wool fragments and 
varnish a third time (again full strength). Buff this coat with No. 0 steel 
wool, sweep the floor, wax, and polish carefully. The job is done

If you have oak floors, a wood 
filler is necessary. The filler 
may be purchased premixed, 
but thin it with turpentine until 
a creamy fluid results. Stir well 
Then apply it with a piece of 
burlap, rubbing across the 
grain. When the filler begins to 
get dull, rub across the grain 
with a clean piece of burlap to 
take off excess filler. Then, 
with a third piece of burlap, 
tub with the grain. Only a 
small area can be done at a 
time. Let the filler dry 12 
hours. Then go over the surface 
with No. 2 steel wool under 
the polishing machine, and 
carefully sweep the floor clean 


On oak floors, the penetrating 
floor finishes are easy to apply 
and they do not chip, crack, or 
hide the grain. This finish may 
be applied with a brush, but a 
lamb's woo! applicator (pic- 
tured) is easier to use. Allow 
the first coat of finish to set 10 
or 15 minutes. Then, with an- 
other dry, clean applicator, 
wipe up the excess finish, strok- 
ing lightly with the grain. Let 
the first coat dry at least 12 
hours, then use the scratch test 
for dryness as with varnish. If 
humidity is high, close up the 
room and increase the temper- 
ature to avoid delayed drying 


When the first coat of penetrating finish is dry, buff it with No. 2 
steel wool under the polishing machine. Sweep up steel-wool fragments, 
then apply a second coat of finish. Not so much finish will be absorbed 
this time; take up the excess carefully. When dry, steel-wool again, 
sweep, and apply a semisolid wax with a third lamb's wool applicator. 
Use long, straight strokes with the grain. Let the wax dry, then polish. 
With a rented polishing machine like this, you can do a professional job

How to make tailored 
bedspreads 


By Kay Hardy 


Tartorep bedspreads like the 
one below are easy to make. All 
you do is stitch five 3-yard strips 
together—then trim the spread to 
suit your fancy. And you can make 
tailored bedspreads out of almost 
any material—from sheer dotted 
swiss to heavy satin. Here’s the 
how-to, step by step. 


Cutting the spread. For a twin 
bed you'll need 6 yards of 39-inch 
material. Cut the material into five 
3-yard-long strips: one center panel 
30 inches wide, two set-in panels 
7 inches wide, and two side panels 
17 inches wide. 

For a double bed you'll need 6 
yards of 48-inch material. Cut the 
material into five 3-yard-long strips: 
one center panel 40 inches wide, 
two set-in panels 8 inches wide, 
two side panels 17 inches wide.

Sewing the spread. The simplest 
way to finish your spread is to sew 
the fabric panels together with flat 
felled seams. Then turn up a 2-inch 
hem around the sides and bottom, 


For the finish along the top edge, 
turn a hem 4 inch wide. 

If your material is too heavy to 
hem, you can bind the bottom and 
sides with bias binding or rayon 
tape. 


Trimming the spread. Flat felled 
seams at the joinings of the panels 
will make a trim-looking spread. 


If you wish to make your spread 
more fancy, you can appliqué a 
floral design or monogram to the 
center panel. Or trim the seams, 
stitching bias tape or other trim- 
ming over seams and around the 
hemstitching at the sides and bot- 
tom of the spread. Or stitch cord- 
ing between panels. 

Or you can insert strips of lace 
between the joinings. To do this, 
baste the lace about 14 inch from 
the edge of the panels on the right 
side of the spread. Overcast the 
lace to the panels, or stitch it on by 
machine. Turn the finished spread 
over to the wrong side, roll the raw 
edges of the panels under, and 
overcast the edges tightly. Hem the 
sides and bottom or trim them with 
lace edging. 


Center panel for a double bed is 40 inches wide, 108 inches long. 
Set-in panels are 7 inches wide. Side panels are 17 inches wide. Two- 
inch hems at the sides and bottom make the spread hang evenly

sive, and satisfactory for new or 
remodeling jobs. The linoleum is 
inclined to curl away from plaster 
around your tub and seams where 
there is an overhead shower, tho, 
Its surface requires washing and 
waxing regularly, especially in 
splash areas. The wall covering 
comes in numerous and 
may be inlaid with designs. 

Waterproof fabric gives the pleas- 
ant effect of wallpaper but it’s not 
too permanent and must be put on 
over a smooth surface. It’s not rec- 
ommended around shower areas. 

Whatever material you choose, 
pick gray, white, cream, or pale- 
pastel] tints for your wall colors. 
avoid fussy insets or trim. You can 
get bold color in your upper walls, 
towels, and accessories. 

Upper walls may be painted or 
papered. If you choose a paper, 
tho, stick to water-resistant wall- 
papers and ventilate your bath- 
room to let steam escape. Or you 
can waterproof some ordinary 
wallpapers with a coat of clear 
lacquer. Test a sample of the paper 
before you have it put up, tho, for 
lacquer may change its colors.

Floors 


Ceramic tile, linoleum, rubber, 
or composition tile all make at- 
tractive and durable floors. Elimi- 
nate baseboards in favor of cove 
molding which is handsome and 
easy to clean. Be sure to use sim- 
ple patterns and colors here, too. 


Storage 

Keep all those necessary jars 
and bottles in neat racks over your 
tub or washbasin. or on shallow 
shelves in your linen cupboard. 
If you don’t have any place for 
linen storage, see if you can’t use 
wall—or part of one wall— 
for a built-in cabinet. Space high 
over the tub or over the toilet 
bowl can often be used for storage 
if there’s no other place available. 

Set Junior’s towel racks low 
enough so he can hang up his own 
towels. For extra towel space try a 
neat chromium stand with plenty 
of towel bars, or get some of those 
plastic towel holders that lie flat 
against the wall. 

If you’re plagued with an ugly 
washstand and four-legged tub, 
build cabinets around them. Add 
towel bars on either side of the 
washstand cabinet, and put shelves 
inside. Then cover all top surfaces 
with linoleum to match the floor.

( NE happy example of the effect 
of a hearing aid is Johnny. Johnny 
not only did badly in school, he 
was the neighborhood bad boy. 
When a test uncovered a severe 
loss, Johnny’s father pooh-poohed, 
insisting that the boy could hear if 
he wanted to. But Johnny’s mother 
had recently had a severe cold and 
for several days had trouble hear- 
ing. Realizing what dulled hearing 
is like, she took Johnny to an ear 
clinic and sent him to a school 
where lip reading was taught 

When Johnny’s hearing handi- 
cap proved too great to be 
overcome by lip reading alone, she 
got him a hearing aid 

Johnny came home from his 
first dav in school with the instru- 
ment, beaming: “You know, I can 
even hear the kids whisper now. 
We sang Christmas carols, and I 
heard them just like I used to. Gee, 
it was great!” So are Johnny's 
progress in school and his change 
from problem to normal child 


A HEARING aid should be used 
only with the approval of an ear 
specialist. Some types of ear 
trouble may be increased by in- 
discriminate use of an aid. But 
when selected and adjusted under 
the guidance of a hearing specialist, 
an aid can be of great benefit 

For a long time, 
doubtful of the value of hearing 
aids for young children. But they 
are becoming enthusiastie now. 
One of them recently made a 
public confession: “I have had to 
revolutionize my own thinking,” 
she said. “Until recently I had 
alwavs believed that no small child 
should wear an instrument. I used 
to tell parents: ‘Your child is too 
young vet for an electrical instru- 
ment. Wait a few years.’

I WROTE it to one mother of a 
3-vear-old girl. At first she believed 
me. But one day she tried a hearing 
aid on her little girl. The child 
could hear and was delighted. In 
a few weeks the child was running 
to get her hearing aid as soon as 
she got out of bed in the morning 
She wore it all day except when 
she was sleeping or taking a bath 
When she was 3, she didn’t talk at 
all. At 5 she was developing a 
hearing, speaking vocabulary 

“T know another mother whose 
boy of 7 talked only baby talk. He 
used only single words, imperfectly 
pronounced. She put a hearing aid 
on him. She talked to him, sang to 
him, read to him, soon had him 
reading to her. She sent him to 
school with children who could 
hear, providing special speech 
training outside of school. At 9, 
that boy has a better-than-average 
vocabulary and is more than hold- 
ing his own in school.”

Tue chances for helping a child 
with hearing difficuity are good 
if parents are alert and determined. 
they're good, first and most im- 
portant of all, on the preventive side. 
Childhood diseases such as measles 
influenza, scarlet fever, whooping 
cough, mumps, diphtheria, and 
meningitis frequently produce 
hearing defects. A child’s ears 
should be examined as soon as he 
has recovered from any of these 
diseases. Earaches and running 
ears are danger signals and should 
be attended to at once. The great- 
est single danger is the common cold. 
Along with other respiratory ail- 
ments, it is responsible for an 
estimated 40 percent of all impaired 
hearing. If your child has fre- 
quent or severe colds, he should 
have his ears examined regularly. 


Pre ISPECTS are hopeful, too, on 
the detection side. Eighty percent of 
parents whose children have hear- 
ing impairments, according to one 
recent study, don’t realize what's 
wrong. But if you know what signs 
to look for, there’s no reason why 
you can’t become suspicious and 
have your child examined 

And, as indicated, it’s hopeful, 
too, on the remedial side. But the 
biggest hope of all is that you will do 
something about it in your com- 
munity. A heartng program should be 
stablished in every school system. 

In one community where a 
program was set up, here’s what 
was done for 14 of the worst- 
handicapped children between 
and 15 The 
taught lip reading one-half hour 
daily for two years or more. They

Rest 'LTS: Of 14 cases reported, 
11 were completely successful. Of 
one child, the report says: “Two 
and a half years ago, on entrance 
to class, was unable to pronounce 
‘dw,’ ‘shr,’ ‘g,’ ‘z.’ At’ present 
speech perfectly normal.” Of 
another: “Entered Conservation 
Hearing Class at age 11, working 
on first grade level; in two years 
finished work of first three grades.” 
Here and there, awakened citi- 
zens are doing something. Irving I. 
Schachtel, president of Sonotone, 
a hearing aid company, and of the 
American Hearing Aid Associa- 
tion, is conducting a nationwide 
crusade. The campaign is not 
limited to boosting hearing aids 
Instead, it emphasizes prevention 
Schachtel brings out a striking 
fact: In Sweden, where hearing is 
tested annually and clinical care is 
routine, only 15/100ths of 1 per- 
cent of all children have sufficient 
hearing losses to require special 
teaching. In America, /0 times as 
many have definite hearing impair- 

ment

Most electric doorbells are connected to a transformer

Then have someone push the door 
button while you listen to the bell. If you hear a hum, 
current is passing and wiring is intact. If not, check the 
transformer with a bell with short wires attached. Touch 
one wire to each low-voltage terminal. If power is coming 
thru, the bell will ring. If the

Some doorbells operate by dry-cell batteries. These need 
to be renewed periodically. To check dry cells, watch 
the bell while someone pushes the door button. If the 
cells are alive and wiring intact, there will be slight move- 
ment of the bell clapper. To find a dead cell, test them 
one by one by sparking. Connect a wire to one terminal 
and touch it to the other. If a spark can be seen, the bat- 
tery is good. Or place your rue across each battery's 
terminals.

Step 2. Check the bell, continued 


If you have chimes, there will be a 
small steel rod or two in a hollow 
coil. As current passes, the rod pushes 
out and strikes the chime, and a small 
spring brings it back. Dust and grease 
accumulate on this rod. To clean it, 
remove the chime and slide out the 
rod and spring (pictured). Then dip 
the rod in clean gasoline, being care- 
ful not to damage the delicate spring 


At the same time, clean the tubes in 
which the rod moves, using a cloth 
socked in gasoline. Then reassemble 
and test. Never put oil on these parts; 
oil will hold dust and make frequent 
cleaning necessary. Thoro cleaning of 
the striking rods and tubes in a set 
of chimes is a job that should be done 
at regular intervals if you want to 
keep them in good working order 


Step 3. Check the push button 


Step 4. Check the wiring 


If vou still haven’t found the 
trouble, you can assume there is a 
break or a short circuit in the bell 
wiring. You mav be able to locate 
a break with visual inspection of 
exposed wiring. Repair a break by 
splicing the wire ends and covering 
lightly with friction tape 

When you can’t find the break, 
use a test bell with short wires at- 
tached to the terminals. Starting 
at the transformer low voltage 
side) or the batteries, work back 
over the wiring Ar 
scrape a bit of insulation oft 
fine wire, and touch exposed spots 
with the testing-bell wires. When 


If the bell still fails, the trouble may 


be in the push button. Remove it and 
check the connections If they seem 
sound, short-circuit the button by 
bridging the two terminals with a 
short piece of wire or a knife blade. 
Should that make the bell ring, the 
trouble lies in the button. Sometimes 
you can remove the button cap and 
clean the contact points with emery 
cloth o1 fine sandpaper. If you can't, 
you'll have to buy a new push button. 
When a bell won't stop ringing, the 
trouble often can be traced to dirt in 
push button that is holding it closed 


the bell no longer rings, you are 
near enough to the break to find it 
easily. 

A short circuit, caused by two 
uninsulated wires touching, is in- 
dicated by overheating of the 
transformer or rapid use of dry 
cells. Sometimes the bell won’t 
stop ringing. Disconnect the bell 
wires from the power source until 
you find and eliminate the short 
circuit. 

If the break or short circuit 
occurs within a wall, where you 
can’t get at it to repair it, you may 
find it necessary to replace a por- 
tion of the wiring

What do the garden books mean by “layering” 


plants? 'T.S.E., Missouri. 


Layering is a way of starting new shrubs and woody vines. 


Bend a branch down, scrape its lower side lightly at 2-foot 
intervals, and bury. Roots and a new top will sprout out 
from the covered places. Shrubs that you layer now will pro- 
duce new plants strong enough to be moved next year

Or you can heap soil around the base of shrubs. By next 
fall many shoots will have roots along their buried length. 
You can pull the soil away carefully, cut off the rooted stems, 
and set out.

The diary of a plain dirt gardener 


By Harry Rh. O'Brien 


Ner. 2 The calendar tells me that 
tomorrow is Maggie's birthday. So 
the boys and I are ready. It was 
mentioned, mebbe, at the close of 
last month, that we are to plant a 
collection of named varieties of 
narcissus at the edge of the shrubs 
across the south side of the house 
an ideal location. 

Bulbs are bought. Ground al- 
ready spaded, compost and plant 
food worked in. So today’s job was 
to do the planting, with aid of a 
large 7-inch trowel to put them 
down 5 to 8 inches deep and 12 
inches apart. I put them a bit 
farther apart than some folks do. I 
give plenty of room for the bulbs to 
muluply. In this way, they can 
stay there for vears. 

At each end, like the end men in 
the old-time minstrel chorus, I put 
groups of King Alfred. Then to- 
ward the centers on each side, a 
group of Mrs. Krelage on one side 
and Van Waverens Giant on the 
other. Beside the doorway in the 
center, on each side, went groups 
of Sir Watkins, the old reliable 
that is alwavs early.

As they make bud- 
gets for years ahead to pay off the 
mortgage, nothing is included in 
said budget for landscape work. 

Program for this meeting was a

He recom- 
mended especially the Washing- 
ton hawthorn, flowering crabs, 
hybrid lilacs, American holly, and 
viburnums.

I wish I had 
more of it. I am also using some 
sifted coal ashes. This is an experi- 
ment, but I’m quite sure it will 
work. Next spring I'll leave the 
ashes on the bed, too, to get worked 
in and break up our clay.
